To safeguard private profits, 
we need to reclaim public ownership 


THEY SAY THE BEST THINGS IN LIFE ARE 
free, but for an increasing majority of 
the world’s inhabitants, they’re 
becoming increasingly unaffordable. 
The water we drink, the air we 
breathe, the places where we meet, 
greet, and play, the ideas we think, 
and the works we create together, 
even the very genes we carry within 
us are being claimed, contaminated, 
and commodified by the legal and 
financial machinery of a market gone 
mad. 

Since the collapse of communism 
and the dismissal of socialism as a 
viable alternative to capitalism, those 
alarmed by these trends have been 
largely at a loss to respond to the false 
framing of the options as being solely 
between an all-consuming commer- 
cial sector and an all-controlling state. 
Now a new and highly original 
movement is emerging to challenge 
this self-serving formulation in an 
effort to re-establish a proper balance 
between the public and private sec- 
tors, by reasserting the paramount 
importance of a third sector upon 
which both vitally depend—the 
ancient and venerable “commons”. 

Though the commons movement 
itself is new, the concept predates 
both the state and the market. The 
roots of the commons in the Western 
tradition spring from Roman law, 
which distinguished between three 
types of property: res privatae (pri- 
vate property), res publicae (public 
buildings, roads, and the like), and 
res communes (natural gifts used by 
and belonging to all). This “common 
wealth” remained a shared resource 
for centuries, until wealthy private 
interests, individual and corporate 
(masquerading as individuals), began 
enclosing them for their exclusive use 
in the 19th century and with increas- 
ing reach and relentlessness ever 
since, 

For indigenous peoples from Alas- 
ka to the Amazon, common grazing 
lands, fishing rights, and other 
Tesources considered indivisible have 
remained essential sources of com- 
munal sustenance to this day. Now, 
as the market-driven quest for natur- 


al resources penetrates the deepest 


recesses of traditional culture, these 
commons too are in peril of perish- 


ing. 


NOTHING IS FREE 
IF YOU USE IT 
But “commoners” (as they call 

themselves) are not content to fight a 
rearguard action to save the last scat- 
tered remnants of our common inher- 
itance. They define the commons in a 
startlingly new and more encompass- 
ing way and are starting to create a 
body of “commons law” to protect 
universal ownership of these com- 


_ monsas effectively as private proper- 


ty law protects (and currently 
favours) the wealth of corporations 
and individuals. 

What, then, is a “commons”? 

“Tt is the vast realm that is the 
shared heritage of all of us that we 
typically use without toll or price,”

Hurricane Katrina would 
have been far less devastating had the 
wetlands commons buffering it from 
the Gulf of Mexico not been 
destroyed by private development. 
Bill Gates, Sr., co-chair of the world’s 
largest foundation and father of the 
world’s richest man, asserts that indi- 
viduals of great wealth and power 
owe their success largely to the com- 
mon assets of a civilization—its edu- 
cational, legal and healthcare sys- 
tems, its science and culture—and to 
the efforts of thousands of individu- 
als who, in their own time and pre- 
ceding generations, have created the 
knowledge base on which these 
accomplishments are founded. In 
order for others to enjoy the same 
opportunities, says Gates, wealthy 
individuals need to reinvest in their 
society's common assets. 

One tangible means of reclaiming

can seem like an attack on private 
property.

Would Canada be Canada without the CBC? 


DOES THE CBC MATTER? 

The CBC and the Canadian Media 
Guild recently came to an agreement 
toend the eight-week-long lockout 
of CBC employees. The CBC should 
be back up and running at full 
capacity, including Internet, TV, and 
radio. 

Over the past two months of limit- 
ed and often awkward presentations 
on TV and radio, a lot of noise has 
been made about the relevance of 
MotherCorp, aka The CBC. The » 
question boils down to: “Is the CBC 
a worthwhile entity?” 

The CBC, according to its right-ish 
detractors, is nothing more thana 
Liberal mind-control mechanism, 
largely ineffective and largely 
ignored by the majority of Canadi- 
ans in a country that has easy access 
to a 200-channel universe. 

While the CBC has some easily 
identifiable weak spots, including its 
daytime programming and weight- 
ed duplicity with regards to its man- 
date of bilingualism, Canada is 
weaker without a national broad- 
caster. 

Some have pointed to the lack of 
an American “CBC,” a national, 
government-supported broadcaster 
as evidence that Canada could do 
without the CBC. But Canada is not 
the United States 

The United States rarely suffers 
from a national identity crisis, Cana- 
da’s chronic malady. Canada, unlike 
the US, has a relatively small popu- 
lation, largely spread out across vast 
distances. The CBC connects these 
distant populations. 

And while it isn’t hard to find 
mindless or biased information on 
TV or radio or the Internet nowa- 
days, the CBC provides a fairly bal- 
anced account of our world, be it 
locally, nationally, or international- 
ly. Itis certainly more balanced 
than, say, the Fox Network. As the 
media continues to evolve into vari- 
ous political mouthpieces, the CBC 
remains an objective voice, attempt- 
ing to weigh various sides of the sto- 
ries and leaving the decision up to 
the viewer, as opposed to telling the

viewer what to think. 

Some conservatives have accused 
the CBC of fostering anti-American- 
ism here in Canada.-At the centre of 
this complicated issue lies the evolu- 
tion of the phrase “anti-American- 
ism.” The CBC has not fostered anti- 
Americanism: the paradigm of what 
it means to criticize the Americans 
has shifted.

It matters because without 
the CBC I wouldn’t know about 
issues that are affecting my Canadi- 
an brothers and sisters in Quebec or 
Manitoba. It is Canada’s voice in a 
loud and often superficial world. To 
do away with the CBC would leave 
us,a country with a continuous 
identity crisis, culturally empty and 
searching for what we once had. 

Fix the CBC. But don’t give up on 
it. It's worth more than money.

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Linda Goyette keeps it real with stories of wonder and determination

“ONE OF THE THINGS THAT'S REALLY 
confusing to children is that they've 
eard nothing in the last two years 

except that Edmonton's a hundred 
years old,” says Linda Goyette, “and 
that’s, of course, baloney.” 

Goyette will be at LitFest this year, 
reading from her centennial book 
Kidmonton, which irreverently 
exceeds our city’s 100-year urban 
frame, beginning with an undated 
story of “The First Ones.” Although 
the Edmonton author found it chal- 
lenging to get across that “we live in 
a really ancient place” without 
sounding preachy, she succeeds by 
simply including the evidence: giv- 
ing, equal balance to stories that 
cover 150 years before this place got 
its current name. 

The result is a collection of por- 
traits from children’s daily life— 
taken from diaries, oral histories, 
archived interviews, writing work- 
shops, and unpublished manu- 
scripts. While Goyette is adamant 
that during the editing of her other 
two other published collections it 
was important not to change the 
words of the submitters, in Kidmon- 
tomshe had to retell the stories in the 
language of 8-12 year olds. In so 
doing, she also chose to take a first 
person perspective. 

Stylistically, it was a good choice: 
through the eyes of youth, major 
local, national and international 
events become charged with a sense 
of immediate experience, and we see 
afresh the impact politics had on the 
lives of real individuals. “What mat- 
tered most to me is that they had to 
be real named children,” says 


Goyette, “cause you know this isn’t 
Little House on the Prairie. These were 
real kids that lived here.” 

Some of these real kids, now of all 
ages, will be reading alongside 
Goyette at LitFest: Gertrude Dahl, 
whose father was the first pastry 
chef at the Hotel Macdonald, and 
Joyce Bruneati who's a descendent 
of Eliza Papastew Gladu, daughter 
of Chief Papastayo of the 
Papaschase band. Like Goyette’s 
book, the reading is sure to have us 
thinking of this city’s history as a col- 
lection of family stories. Goyette’s 
main aim in writing the true stories of 
children in Edmonton, was to show 
that kid’s have their own culture, 
“that is passed down from generation 
to generation, and it skips over the 
adults,” and it was compiled with the 
recognition that children are a critical, 
curious but often overlooked group 
of history readers who want to know 
their own stories. 


COLLECTING THE COLLECTIVE 
Linda Goyette’s writing has 

always suggested that for those of us 
living in this geography called Cana- 
da, it is crucial to make ourselves visi- 
ble to each other. In the last few years, 
since leaving her long career as an 
award-winning columnist at the 
Edmonton Journal, where she often 
wrote on human rights issues in 
Canada, Goyette has been busy col- 
lecting stories from a wide variety of 
people in Edmonton and every small 
corner of Alberta. They have come 
together in three narrative histories 
that give the stage to voices often 
excluded from our collective sense of 
identity: Edmonton In Our Own Words 
(2004), the-about-to-be-launched 
Standing Together (2005), a collection 
of women’s stories and poems about 
the experience of domestic violence in

Canada, and, of course, Kidmonton: 
True Stories of River City Kids (2004). 
None of these are what you expect— 
partly because each collection avoids 
the clichés that come with a topic 
framed by one position. Instead, each 
is a rich, complex, and contradictory 
montage of direct experience. Goyette 
calls herself “a story collector” rather 
than historian, precisely because as a 
collector one can “[assemble] five dif- 
ferent stories on the same event—not 
trying to make one consensus story 
out of them—and leave it to the read- 
er to reach conclusions”. 

Goyette uses an approach she 
learned from working a long time in 
journalism: “The great joy of that 
work is listening to [a person] tell 
their story the way they saw it.” 

In this way, Goyette sees her turn 
to editing as an extension of, rather 
than a divergence from, her role as a 
journalist. “I think it’s a public ser- 
vice to collect stories and make sure 
that they’re published. And that’s 
what I think a journalist's job is too” 

It is not surprising, then, to hear 
that Goyette considers the upcoming 
LitFest, still in its fledgling years, 
important in its capacity for making 
local authors visible to each other 
and the rest of Edmonton. “It’s small, 
and so it needs our suppott... it’s real- 
ly noticeable that we have many, 
many fine writers and publishers in 
the city... and there has to be vehicles 
for them. And it’s really important 
that we buy one another's books and 
go to one another's readings.” 
Goyette hopes that in the coming 
years LitFest draws more interna- 
tional authors to Edmonton to bring 
our local writing into an international 
context. The festival could also 
potentially help generate an indepen- 
dent public writing scene throughout 
the city, which could fill up alterna- 


tive street venues (bars, galleries), 
and the gap between the newly 
thriving spoken-word café happen- 
ings and the academic and bookstore 
author event. 


POSITIONS OF STRENGTH 

Goyette’s belief that any group 
should be able to represent itself is 
powerfully apparent in her newest 
collaboration, Standing Together. 
When I mention the lack of a for- 
ward, Goyette replies that this omis- 
sion was a deliberate stepping back: 
“T didn’t want anyone to interrupt 
the voices of these women; so very 
often with women who've encoun- 
tered some kind of violence or abuse, 
people speak on their behalf, and 
that’s something I don’t like” 

What's remarkable about this col- 
lection is that the women themselves 
determined its subject matter—they 
responded to posters put up all 
across Alberta—from the cities to 
small towns, farms, reserves and set- 
tlements. 

The original request was for 
poems and stories for a centennial 
project that would celebrate the 
strengths of Albertan Women—80 
per cent of what came in were stories 
from women who talked about their 
experiences with domestic abuse and 
violence. This pointed to an over- 
whelming need for a very public and 
collective space to talk about this his- 
tory in the province that leads the 
nation in domestic violence incidents 
and deaths. 

But, it’s important to note that this 
collection is not a downer, and nor is 
it one in which writerly style is sacri- 
ficed for moral stance. Even though 
less than a handful of contributors are 
professional writers, Goyette agrees 
that, “Their stories lift right off the 


page in the way they express them- 


selves.” The overall eloquent and 
positive feel of the book is largely due 
to Goyette’s response to the necessary 
question: how do you create a hope- 
ful inspiring book with such dark 
material? 

“T went to see Wendy Edey from 
the HOPE foundation here in 
Edmonton,” says Goyette, “and she 
said that in every story there’s an ele- 
ment where the person is speaking 
from their position of strength—look 
for that. And it’s true. In every single 
poem or story there was a part of it 
that spoke about how they‘ve pulled 
it together. And that’s the excerpt.” 

Another reason for excerpting the 
work was that Goyette wanted to get 
as many voices in the book as possi- 
ble, that there would be power in 
numbers. The darkness is also way- 
laid by the value these women put on 
their lives. As Goyette puts it, they 
know “what matters and what 
doesn’t matter a damn. Like when 
they walk out of the door with noth- 
ing but they have their kid in their 
arms, and the kid’s fine and they start 
over and they do fine... I really 
admire their guts.” 

It took a lot of guts for these 
women to put their names to their 
stories—a few were even willing to 
risk their lives to do so. That, if noth- 
ing else, should indicate the urgency 
of the writing and the self-possession 
of the writers. : 

Goyette says that the most valu- 
able thing she learned in the process 
is that abused women are stronger 
than you think—that they “will find 
their exit when they can and that they 
shouldn't be judged harshly in the 
meantime.” 

Itis very easy to judge, says 
Goyette, “And we are usually 
wrong.”

“SOMETHING'S GOING TO GO WRONG. 
It always does with these large 
events. It’s just a matter of when,” 
amiably concedes Miki Andrejevic, 
LitFest’s new producer and artistic 
director. ( 

“When it does, we'll take care of 
it.” 

Andrejevic is used to the mayhem 
of shepherding creative types 
through scheduling hoops. After 23 
years in arts management, booking 
orchestra tours and readings, he’s 
not phased by the time constraints of 
a festival. “Really, it’s a joy to work 
with authors. They are talented and 
great people,” he adds. 

Of course, Andrejevic is biased— 
along with the LitFest Board and in 
co-ordination with Alberta booke- 
sellers, he handpicked this year’s 
crop of 23 festival guests, mostly 
drawn from close to home. 

“There is great literature in Alber- 
ta and Canada right now,” he stress- 
es. “It was tough as artistic director 
to choose. We have many good 
authors and books, and there’s not 
the room to invite all of them.” 

The lack of international authors 
ina supposedly “international” fes- 


tival is glaring, even though a Cen- 
tennial year is a good excuse to high- 
light local talent, and Andrejevic 
acknowledges their absence. “We 
are into planning for the next year 
already, looking at what kind of 
authors could come. We are only 
four years old, so we are still estab- 
lishing ourselves. Eventually, LitFest 
should find a niche for its program- 
ming. While we don’t want to focus 
exclusively on regional artists, the 
fact is, we do have great authors liv- 
ing here in Edmonton and Alberta, 
and great literary scholars. We have 
a literary community, and without 
wider community support the festi- 
val can’t grow.” 


COMPARATIVE LITERATURE 

Andrejevic mentions that schedul- 
ing LitFest to coincide with Banff 
and Calgary’s WordFest has been a 
boon to programming Edmonton’s 
event. “It’s been beneficial to coordi- 
nate with WordFest,” he insists. 
“When we thought about doing 
ours on the same weekend, we 
asked ourselves, ‘Why not?’ The best 
example of how this has worked for 
us is Baba Brinkman. He is coming 
after touring Europe to do Word- 
Fest, and was the first event to sell 
out there. It’s 45 minutes by plane 
from Calgary to Edmonton, and we 
are bringing him here to do a free 
show. He raps the Canterbury 
Tales—a very talented artist and a 
very talented scholar approachi 
literature in a very modern way. It’s 
good for us to be part of this net- 
work of festivals in the month of 
October—and good for authors as 


well to have access to another audi- 
ence.” 

He notes that the invited authors 
represent a thorough mix of genres, 
covering everything from the histor- 
ical thriller to children’s fiction to

poetry collections, and that audi- 
ences can likewise connect with the 
literature in multiple ways. 

“The days are over when an 
author could just show up, read, and 
leave. Book lovers would like to 
engage more with the artists, and 
younger audiences want to inter- 
act,” Andrejevic notes. “Discussing a 
book with its creator can be very 
exciting. The truth is, readers are 
part of the creative process. We see 
the setting, the characters in the 
book, and we can see them different- 
ly than the author had in mind. 
When you read, you create a world. 
‘The relevance of books lies there, in 
that process.” 


BOOK RAPPORT 

According to Andrejevic, giving 
audiences different ways to explore 
literature is part cf the goal of Lit- 
Fest. “T think this year we have bal- 
anced it nicely, programming 
between all sorts of varieties of ses- 
sions.” Beyond the traditional read- 
ing and signings, LitFest has intro- 
duced a screening of two recent 
Canadian films that are being fol- 
lowed by a discussion with the 
screenwriter, directors, and a mod- 
erator. A free children’s session 
matches up a master storyteller and 
playwright whe will work with the 
Kids to discover literature through a 
theatrical approach. Andrejevic 
emphasizes that it is important that 
people, especially young ones, get 
the chance to think about how litera- 
ture is usually the starting point for 
most other entertainment mediums. 

“There is a mentorship role to be 
played by the festival. Literacy rates 
are not where they should be. Uni- 
versities are complaining about that. 
It’s important to reach young people 
and get them excited about litera- 
ture, and I would like to attract 
young people and young adults to 
the festival. That would be an 
achievement. 

“As clichéd as it is, | would like 
audiences to be inspired as well as 
entertained,” jevic continues.

markedly different in that metropo- 
lis. “Everything’s spread out in Van- 
couver,” she explains. “There’s not 
one community but all these little 
groups of people.” 

She photographed her new 
acquaintances over a year and then 
started drawing overtop the photos 
with a white pencil, sometimes 
abstractedly, sometimes with specif- 
ic images. When she started thinking 
about how to show the pictures, she 
was drawn to the idea of mounting 
them in sculptural pieces, a medium 
she’d never worked in before. 

“As I started to think about them 
and resolve the work, I wanted to 
bring ina sculptural element,” she 
says. “Much more instructive that 
way than just simply framed. I want- 





ed organic, textural, physical, 
encased. I didn’t want just portraits, 
but I wanted it to be about experi- 
ence, and layering is really impor- 
tant to me.” 

The resulting series, There’s Noth- 
ing Wrong With Me, functions like an 
installation; it shows Sauve’s new 
circle of peers in black and white, 
peering out from strange white 
grainy forms with phantom mark- 
ings hovering over them. It’s like 
cave art from the future. 

She says she is often asked about 
the significance of the drawings. 
While she admits to playing with 
ideas of memory and identity, she 
adds, “I like to leave it open to inter- 
pretation. I like that people can look 
at it in different ways.” 

“T’ve always done self-portraits, 
and this was a conscious decision to 
represent other people. But in some 
ways, all my photos are self-por- 
traits,” Sauve states. “T find the sub- 
ject, I pose them—it’s me looking 
through the lens.” 

The second series in the show, Les 
Petites Madeleines, is not ambiguous 
about who its subject is. A grid of 
photos of Sauve with different 
expressions on her face tops stacks 
of paper napkins in neat plastic bags 
on the floor. The napkins reference 
the pastry that shares her name, and 
it would seem by extension Sauve is 
putting out different aspects of her- 
self for public consumption. She 
confesses she is not done with her 
multiple doppelgangers and is 
using them as a basis for future 
work. 

“ try to make work first, then 
learn how to talk about it,” she says. 
“1 don’t want a show to be too theo- 
ry-based, although in hindsight, the 
choices are always instructive. My 


training is in printmaking—pushing 


and pulling until you see something 
you translate to ideas. I like the 
physicality and aesthetics and play 
with materials.

THE JOLT OF BEING THRUST OUT INTO 
the real world, with its demands on 
time, lack of free studio space and 
instructors’ expectations, and the 
absence of an immediate community of 
peers has ended many artists’ post-insti- 
tutional careers before they've started. 
The biggest after-diploma struggle is to 
establish a practice and keep learning 
beyond the context of school. 

Since leaving the University of Alberta 
last year, Dara Humniski has gotten 
around the graduation-induced creative 
stall by focusing on process. 

“Yesh, there are ideas behind it, 
but...” Humniski trails off. “It’s hard to 
describe sometimes, to not bullshit to 
justify what's been drawn. In school 
we'd talk about artist statements, and 
it’s like, ‘Do | want people to under- 
stand it right away? Should they need to 
know you to understand?’ One teacher 
said artist statements can take you one 
step further into the work. | think both 
points are right. But I’m not trying to 
comment on something here. This is 
about process, not feelings.” 

Humniski’s work may be about devel- 
oping her relationship with her practice, 
technique, and materials, but a viewer 
can’t help but be moved by the odd, 
fragile beauty her skewed figures pos- 
sess. The drawings are intricate and 
absorbing, layered with fragments of 
doodles, almost archaeologically built up 
into an entity the way a pearl grows or a 
person cloaks and re-cloaks himself in

the psychological armour of life. The 
overwhelming emotive stance her dis- 
torted beings communicate seems to be 
a sense of vulnerability, along with a cer- 
tain defiant pride in their defenseless- 
ness. 

Out of the three series Humniski is 
showing, two (Portraits, Animals) were 
done while she was still in school, and 
the third is only a few months old. They 
show the iterations of the experimenta- 
tions with layering marks and texture. 
The genesis of the style came from in- 
class explorations. “I had a teacher who 
gave us all these interesting projects, 
encouraged us to mix media, put draw- 
ings over drawings. She took slides of 
insects and turned them and drew them 
every which way on top of each other,” 
she recalls. “At the time | was really pre- 
cious. She encouraged me not to be 
worried about doing the ‘wrong’ mark.” 

The complex nature of her mark- 
making makes the pieces filigree-like, 
with delicate lines and bolder ones con- 
spiring to conjure up mutant forms in 
poses that can seem graceful or tor- 
tured; sometimes both. Drawings on 
separate paper, like tissue paper, are 
occasionally glued on top, adding more 
texture and detail while veiling parts 
underneath. 

“You actually see more the closer 
you come,” Humniski notes. “I was 
looking to add stronger elements that 
wouldn't overpower the rest of it, and 
adding tissue paper had an interesting 
effect, masking some lines.” 

Her restrained use of colour makes 
the drawings feel organic, like they grew 
that way rather than being tamed by

intention. Her process also seems to 
mimic printmaking. 

“Animals and Portraits started out as 
self-portraits, while the plaques started 
with an image, or sometimes a shape,” 
Humniski explains. “I just think about 
what | can do to it, and | work on them 
until | get a feeling that it's done and the 
balance feels right, with depth and tone, 
and a bit of playing with perspective. It's 
just adding layers until it seems ready.”

Crafting out a niche 


Arts Vs. Crafts gives the new DIY craft generation a place to play

“| HAD SEEN IT GOING ON IN THE 
States—there'’s a big one called Bizarre 
Bizaar, and there's Crafty Bastards, 
and there are a couple of cool ones in 
Vancouver too, and I was always just 
really jealous that there wasn’t any- 
thing like that here,” Tess De Hoog 
explains, humble and matter-of-fact, in 
regards to her brainchild project, Arts 
Vs. Crafts. “But,” she continues, “Iam 
of the belief that instead of complain- 
ing about something—just make it 
happen instead.” 

And make it happen she is, creating 
an event completely new to Edmon- 
ton and seemingly necessary for the 
growth of our indie do-it-yourself arts 
and crafts scene. A new mom, De 
Hoog found herself with time at home 
and the need to do something: “Hon- 
estly, being at home for an entire year 
after always working was a big 
change,” she explains, “and I sort of 
needed something to make me still 
feel like a grown up, to feel like I was 
doing something.” 

De Hoog’s desire to do something is 
also somewhat altruistic for the perco- 
lating numbers of young indie locals 
who just wanna make things with 
whatever they can get their hands on. 
Arts Vs. Crafts is a two-day modem 
craft fair for those with a DIY sensibili- 
ty—you won't find crochet doilies or 
potpourri baskets here, but 18 tables 
with a plethora of unconventional 
clothing, accessories, handbags, but- 
tons, art objects, decorations, and all 
manner of other cool and useful items 
made by creative individuals who 
may not have many other places they 
could sell their wares without the 
detriment and slow motion of going 
consign. 


“A lot of people who do something 
different aren’t necessarily going to be 
successful at a mainstream craft fair,” 
De Hoog explains, “because the peo- 
ple who got to mainstream craft fairs 
are put off by the things we make.” 
Likewise, it's certainly true that there is 
a widespread stereotype of what and 
who mainstream craft sales are for, 
and a lot of creative-minded folk 
wouldn’t think of going anywhere 
near a typical fair. 


VAGINA ENVY 

“My mom’s a big craft show per- 
son,” De Hoog continues, “and I’ve 
gone and helped her at several of hers, 
and I just don’t fit in there. The last 
time, I brought a rolling rack of little 
kids’ T-shirts I'd screened with little 
skulls and Vespas and stuff, and, um... 
there was one woman in particular, 
who after taking a look at them more 
or less said that she was disgusted. 
And I was just kind of like, ‘What?’” 

So we discuss whether the differ- 
ence in sensibility is purely genera- 
tional: “Well... this is more indie-rock, 
less corporate. So there's that... and it’s 
partially different generations, with 
different ideas of what's ‘cool’ I guess. 
Like there's this one woman who 
makes little change purses that look 
like vaginas. And the little snap is 
where the clitoris is. And there's just 
no way that she could sell that at 
Grandma’s craft sale. I don’t wanna 
say ‘all older people are squares,—my 
mom thinks this stuff is super cool, 
and there are people our own age who 
think it’s weird too. It’s just definitely 
about a different aesthetic, or a differ- 
ent style, I guess.” 


SAVE YOUR ALLOWANCE 
Arts Vs. Crafts features 18 tables of 
such aesthetic, which means it’s basi- 
cally a showcase for 18 different artists 
and designers of varied discipline, 


where they have the chance to not 
only show off their wares to one 
another, but hopefully sell their stuff 
as well. Vendors run the gamut from 
fine art to fashion design and back, 


and include Tasha, who makes purses 


and handbags out of vintage books 
and records. They are super cool and 
sturdy little numbers with covers 
from ‘50s records or hardcover books 
you may remember from your child- 
hood. Julianna Mimande (from Lali- 
hoo Designs) has a new solo direction 
called White Bike, making bike bags, 
record bags, and purses from discard- 
ed leather jackets. Her designs are 
good-looking, with cute details, fresh 
colour combos and high quality 
leather workmanship. Judy makes 
vintage windows into striking art 
objects, while Ted Kerr photographs 
and writes perspectives from his 
worldwide travels. Team Craft makes 
stylish boxes, buttons and cards with 
forgotten bits of pop culture twisted 
into tongue and cheek iconography. 
Colleen Langford of Heartfelt Cre- 
ations will have her standout, cup- 
cake-and-icing influenced felt cre- 
ations available—they look good 
enough to taste or suck on, it’s true, 
but you'll probably feel better if you 
pin on one of her oversize brooches 
than if you ingest it. Of course, there 
are numerous other awesome ven- 
dors as well—think like going to The 
Artworks, but you can actually afford 
to buy something rather than just sigh 
and drool. 


FIGHT TO THE FINISH 

And what's the difference, lask De 
Hoog, between these two forces, Arts 
and Crafts? 

“1 think the difference has kind of 
always been, like, men are artists, and 
women are crafters, or even that the 
wealthy are artists, the working class 
is craft. | wanted everyone to come

A GRADUATE OF UNITED THEOLOGI- 
cal Seminary, Craig Wright has been 
called a “cheery existentialist” who 
poses big questions in an easygoing, 
casual way. 

Given his deep leanings, it’s no 
surprise to discover that Wright is a 
writer on the network TV hit Lost 
and the head writer for the cable TV 
cult-classic Six Feet Linder. 

It's no surprise, in turn, that Shad- 
ow Theatre artistic director John 
Hudson has just been dying to pro- 
duce Wright's 1999 Pulitzer Prize 
nominated The Pavilion 

“1 was really taken by the ideas in 
the play and by the fact that 
[Wright] is a daring writer whose 
work really resonates,” says Hud- 
son, who has assumed the helm for 
the theatre’s heady-yet-soulful sea- 
son opener. 

The Pavillion harkens back to the 
very beginnings of the universe as it 
questions in a surprisingly ground- 
ed (and contrasting) fashion the 
meaning of life, memory, and the 
value of truth. 


REUNION BLUES 

But The Pavilion isn’t as surrealisti- 
cally odd, existentially loaded, or 
leaning to the morbid as Wright's 
TV work. This particular play has 
been described as the Our Town for 
our times, right down to its small- 
town setting / attitudes and its reali- 
ty-bending narrator, played in the 
Shadow incarnation by Kieran Mar- 
tin Murphy, who animates 19 sec- 
ondary characters 

The Pavilion—part of Wright's 
paradox-pondering Pine City play 
cycle, a series that includes Molly's 
Delicious— is set at a 20th class 
reunion and tells the story of Peter 
(Chris Wynters, of Captain Tractor 
fame) and Kari (Sandy Paddick), 
two former high school sweethearts 
who reunite to face the conse- 
quences of a life-shattering decision 
dating back to their exit from high 
school. 

“The play is about how the two

have lived their lives and how they 
are not satisfied with how things 
have turned out. Peter in particular 
is convinced that his whole life has 
been off-track since he left high 
school and that he hasn‘t lived the 
life he should be living.” 

Hudson says The Pavilion’s 
sophisticatec! take on personal retro- 
spection is similar to a play up later 
in Shadow’s season, Three Days of 
Rain.

CHALLENGING THE GREATER EDMON- 
ton theatre community, building 
bridges with communities, and 
shaking up audiences at the Wal- 
terdale Playhouse—some of the 
impulses swirling around Wal- 
terdale’s choice of season opener, 
The Rez Sisters by Tomson High- 
way, the first Aboriginal playwright 
to break into the mainstream and a 
central figure in the development of 
a national Aboriginal theatre com- 
munity. 


A black comedy, The Rez Sisters 
tells the contemporary story of 
seven women on a fictional reserve 
in Ontario, who overcome their dif- 
ferences and together face life’s 
challenges when they take a trip to 
Toronto to “THE BIGGEST BINGO 
IN THE WORLD.” 

But according to director Eliza- 
beth Day and actor Christine Fred- 
erick, who also serves as cultural 
advisor, The Rez Sisters is ultimately 
a play about hope, “about what 
each person has in their hearts,” 
Frederick explains, “what brings 
them joy, what gives thern chal- 
lenges in their lives and how they 
overcome those challenges.” It’s 
also about “living in between 
worlds... living between this tradi- 


tional culture and this kind of 
urban-society culture... between life 
and death... between the spirit 
world and the physical world” or as 
Day adds “between the mundane 
and the magic.” 

These dualities come across in 
Highway’s mixture of Catholic 
imagery with Aboriginal spirituali- 
ty, and his use of English, Cree, and 
Ojibway. The cast has also incorpo- 
rated Aboriginal drumming, coun- 
try rock, traditional vocal, and ele- 
ments of Pow-Wow dance. 

The Rez Sisters fits well with this 
season’s “family values” theme. 
Walterdale’s new artistic director 
Scott Sharplin, founder and former 
artistic director of Sound and Fury 
Theatre, uses the term ironically, a 
private joke that challenges the 
over-used conservative notion of 
family equal to “happily ever after.” 

In The Rez Sisters for instance, 
Frederick says, “You get a sense of 
[the women’s] dysfunctionality and 
yet when it comes down to it, they 
absolutely function, they function 


as a family and as a community.” 
Each play Sharplin has chosen, 
including George S. Kauffman and 
Moss Hart's You Can't Take it With 
You, Thorton Wilder's The Skin of 
Our Teeth, Tom Jones’ The Fanta- 
sticks, and Shakespeare's King Lear, 
brings to the stage an unusual and 
arguably dysfunctional family. 


For Day, Frederick, and Sharplin, 


the family theme is also about the 
Walterdale community. Sharplin 
hopes to reach out beyond this fam- 
ily and bring in new members. 
With The Rez Sisters, he argues, the 
Walterdale, Canada’s senior ama- 
teur theatre, is building a new rela- 
tionship with the Aboriginal com- 
munity. Frederick and Day agree, 
noting that not only will Aboriginal 
audiences be introduced to Wal- 
terdale, but also that the play will 
“open up blinders” for current Wal- 
terdale audiences so “they can actu- 
ally see they’re part of a larger com- 
munity.” 

They also emphasize that 
although this play tells an Aborigi- 


nal story, it is for the greater com- 
munity: “Before you can open your 
mouth when you get out of the 
play,” Day declares, “you have that 
instinctual understanding that [the 
play and the culture] is to be 
shared.” 

There is also hope this produc- 
tion might shake up the established 
Edmonton theatre community and 
inspire emerging groups. “How 
much Indian theatre do you see in 
Edmonton these days?” Day asks. 

“Not nearly enough.” 

Although the trio’s optimism 
might understate the complexity 
around the issue of minority repre- 
sentation in Canadian mainstream 
theatre, this production is certainly 
a step towards adding a new narra- 
tive to the Edmonton theatre sea- 
son. Without a doubt, this produc- 
tion, along with Day, Sharplin, and 
Frederick's vision, raises questions 
about who gets their work pro- 
duced on Edmonton stages, and 
whose stories are being told.

TWELVE YEARS AFTER HE FIRST CON- 
ceived the idea of uniting his poetry with 
dance, Edmonton poet Gerald St. Maur is 
preparing to see his artistic vision come to 
life. 

Edmonton's Citie Ballet, a company that 
usually works with emerging dancers, has 
enlisted a variety of top-notch professionals 
to produce Lips Love Legs; the roster respon- 
sible for this unique blend of dance and poet- 
ry features seven choreographers and close 
to 35 dancers, including “some of the best 
dancers in the city,” says artistic director 
William Thompson. 

The poetry, which has been recorded by 
professional actors, was commissioned from 
St. Maur, based on the choreographers sug- 
gestions, and covers as wide a range of top- 

_ ies as the choreography does dance styles. 
Thompson's contribution, Touchez, is a con- 
temporary ballet about “varied aspects of 
physical, emotional and abstract touch.” 
“On the Art of Touching” is a “tongue-in- 
cheek” piece about pianos, guitars, and kiss- 
es. “Locating Ourself (Part Il)” is about a 


blind man and his white cane. Choreograph- 
er Tamara Bliss has created a work based 
on surrealist paintings by Janet Rayner, 
whose work inspired the poetry on which 
the dance is based. And well-known local 
dancer/choreographer Kathy Metzger- 
Courriveau will see her flowing, modern 
work interpreted by dancer Miriam 
Esquetin, a professional performer from 
Mexico now living in Edmonton. 

Other choreographers include Citie resi- 
dent Solveig Groenland, a modern dance 
choreographer with a diploma in dance 
from Grant MacEwan College, who set her 
work to an eight-part poem titled “Tundra”; 
emerging choreographer Christianne Ull- 
mark, who, before leaving to study dance at 
Ryerson in Torento, created a solo work, 
“Man of No Consequence,” for Darren 
Devaney, a dance student at Vic Comp High 
School; Francois Chevennement, artistic 
director of Dance Alberta, whose “Woman 
in a Mirror” is a piece with four dancers set 
in a contemporary style; and Katalina Bihari, 
who sets her work to “Aquarium,” a series 
of witty poems about the life of water crea- 
tures such as the Octopus, whose love life 
can be quite complicated:

“WHEN INDIA WAS COLONIZED BY 
Islamic Emperors, women lost their status as 
temple dancers and courtesans,” says Shree- 
la Chakrabartty, of the Raga Mala Music 
Society. “They were considered prostitutes, 
and had to go underground in order to 
maintain their culture of dance.” 

Despite attempts to destroy the ancient 
art form, however, several styles of classical 
Indian dance have survived, including 
Kathak. 

“Kathak dance originates from the 
ancient story tellers. It's somewhat impro- 
vised, in that there’s a dialogue between the 





dancer telling the story and the musician 
who sets out the rhythm track,” says 
Chakrabarrty. “There’s a lot of interplay 
between them.” 

Hailing from Pune, India, Kathakgunga 
features dancers Kaveri Agashe and Manasi 
Tapikar, who combine “gestures, footwork, 
and rhythms to convey stories about gods 
and goddesses,” but the stories aren't nec- 
essarily Hindu stories. 

“The stories are universal,” says 
Chakrabarrty. “They're metaphors of wis- 
dom passed down since ancient times 
through the oral tradition.” 

The dancers use gestures called mudras, 
hand movements once used as a form of 
sign language, now incorporated into the 
dance through expressive arm and wrist 
movements. The dancers’ feet stamp the 
floor in rhythmic movements that unite with 
the live music. 








Three musicians accompany the dancers 
on their two-month, 20-show tour. Shubhas 
Dasakkar plays the sitar, while Ramdas Pal- 
sule, who performed here last November, 
plays the tabla, or Indian drums. Vocalist 
Shekhar Kumbhojkar joins them, singing the 
stories in the classical Indian vocal style. The 
performance will include short segments of 
classical music interspersed between the 
dance pieces.

NOT ALL BLONDES HAVE MORE FUN— 
take for example the plight of Rapunzel. 
Sure, her hair is a shampoo ad-writer’s 
dream and reaches to her toes with nary a 
split end, but she’s stuck in a tower in the 
clutches of an evil witch who only views her 
wondrous tresses as a rock climbing tool. 
The only person who can save her is a 
handsome prince. The patriarchal symbol- 
ism of the prince and that oh-so-big tower 
are best left unmentioned when relating the 
story to your tender tots. 

Enter Garner Butler and Jeff Unger, the 
team whose musical reworkings of the clas- 


sic fairytale canon has delighted hundreds of 
thousands of kids for years. 

“In this version, Rapunzel emancipates 
herself,” says Butler, the playwright “The 
prince actually gives her the tools and the 
ability to set herself free. | can’t stand how 
she’s rescued in the [original story].” 

That contemporary shift in the fairytale 
dynamic is a hallmark of Butler’s adaptation. 
Fairytales are moral in character, but 
couched in the mores of a bygone past— 
wilting women, heroic men. Butler looks 
for the strands that speak to a more mod- 
ern audience. “Rapunzel and the prince long 
for freedom but don’t understand the 
responsibility that come with it | try to bal- 
ance serious themes with a bit of comedy. 
The challenge for Jeff and me was how do 
you make blinding and banishment fun for 
the kids? | think we've succeeded—there 
are dark elements, but they are pretty inter- 
esting.” 


Butler admits this production's tone is 
completely opposite to last year’s Puss in 
Boots. “That one was pretty light and funny. 
Rapunzel is intense” 

Butler promises a “spectacular” produc- 
tion with a huge tower, real plaits, and an 
Unger score that mixes elements from 
musical theatre and opera. “There are a 
couple of ballads—those ‘longing to be free’ 
naive, beautiful songs about the other side 
of the fence. There's a freedom duet that is 
really a torch song for freedom. The witch 
has an aria atop the tower shrieking her fury 
after Rapunzel gets away. It’s all tied togeth- 
er with Jeffs really fine underscoring.” 

Rapunzel marks Butler and Unger’s 10th 
production together—the goal they set for 
themselves years ago when they began to 
create. Now that its been hit, Butler says a 
new production of one of their first efforts 
is in the offing and then... who knows? 

“Perhaps we'll be able to open up and do 
different things—Jeff could write with Brad 
Fraser, | could do something with Ken 
Brown. I'd really like our [musicals] to be 
published as an educational package—songs

Waterhouse’s wife has a deep, dark, histo- 
ry-changing secret, and she’s played by 
Stephanie Wolfe. Adding a sexy note is Matt 
Alden as the local flyboy. 

Belke, who plays the Peter Lorre-esque 
bartender, says “It’s perfect as a setting. 
Everything is so extreme—tt's life and death 
in a cosmopolitan setting. Everyone is living 





one day at a time and you never know, you 
could be dead in a gutter next week, or 
score the big fortune. My guy just wants to 
make a buck, but he’s got big dreams of set- 
ting down in Hollywood even though he’s a 
ferrety little guy.”

happy. Harvey died of a drug over- 
dose in June, while awaiting trial on 
charges of conspiracy to traffick in 
methamphetamine. 

Flawed and controversial, Domi- 
no is nevertheless the most interest- 
ing film I’ve seen in the last two 
years. After a steady diet of earnest 
good girls, sexy singles in pricey 
shoes, and desperate housewives 
discussing sappy romance, banal 
perversions, and sisterhood, it’s 
bracing to see a movie about a gen- 
uine, fearless madwoman who ran 
with the wolves, and held her own, 
for a while anyway.

This is largely a road movie: to help 
him find the right place, Jonathan 
hires a fly-by-night heritage tour com- 
pany, run by a family in Odessa trying

IT’S PROBABLY FAIRLY SAFE TO SAY 
that most revolutionary films, (and 
by “revolutionary” I mean films cre- 
ated for the express purpose of con- 
veying radical politics to a broader 
audience) are usually not only excru- 
ciatingly dull, but also potentially 
offensive to present-day political 
and artistic sensibilities. 

An outmoded visual aesthetic— 
whether the bloated pomposity of 
proto-fascist cinemas of the 1930s, or 
the kitsch of the ideologically Marx- 
ist films of the ‘50s and ‘60s—is as 
difficult to swallow today as the 
incredibly reactionary portrayal of 
women and minorities in the former 
or the militant rejection of enlighten- 
ment intellectual traditions inherent 
in the latter. 

Yet political films are perhaps 
chiefly identified as second-rate or

somehow artistically deficient 
because they’re fairly humorless. 
The light touch of the satirist often 
accomplishes more politically than 
the sledgehammer blow of the 
activist-pedant, and the potential 
social impact of a politically charged 
comedy should not be underesti- 
mated.

tract, no matter how artistic, can 
become impotent when taken out of 
its original context. The comedy of 
Macunaima (1969), a radically left- 
wing film by Brazillian director 
Joaquim Pedro de Andrade, certain- 
ly requires some explanation if one 
is to understand all its implications. 
(Happily enough, it is playing next 
week in conjunction with a lecture 
on Latin American cinema and poli- 
tics to be given by film scholar 
Robert Stam of New York Universi- 
ty—see sidebar.) 

The film, which is by turns, 
broadly ridiculous, witty, and 
cheeky, is easily mistaken for yet 
another ‘60s farce complete with 
buxom (and available) beauties, 
incongruous pop music soundtrack, 
a cheerfully large quotient of anar- 
chism, and some ludicrously jejune 
sight gags revolving around body 
parts and bodily functions. Yet it 
would be a mistake to dismiss de 


Andrade, as many of his contempo-. - 


Tary critics did, as just another nut 
from Brazil specializing in that old 
style of comedy that used to be 


wing junta held power at the time. 
That the desires posited as dis- 
tinctively Brazilian are essentially 
bourgeois and materialist, is not 
entirely unexpected then, but this 
underlying urge to consume and be 
consumed takes on a new signifi- 
cance in light of the fact that nearly 
everyone in the film is, quite literal- 
ly, a cannibal. In what is, perhaps, 
the most telling of the double-enten- 
dres, a devastating combination of 
hideous slapstick and acid social 
commentary comes towards the end 
of the film.

It’s funny to see the man 
trick Macunaima into smashing 
himself in the groin in order to crack 
the “nuts” he claims are to be found 
there, but it becomes far more so 
when one considers that Macunai- 
ma, the purported hero—a shiftless 
and lazy bourgeois—has been 
shewn up by one of his social inferi- 
ors.

WHAT'S THE WORD FOR THOSE 
moments, when it strikes you that 
something you grew to cherish, but 
were too preoccupied by daily dra- 
mas to take proper notice of, is quiet- 
ly slipping away, like a long slow 
sigh? You know, the feeling that isn’t 
quite dread, isn’t quite sadness, and 
isn’t quite fear, but still sucks the 
warmth from your body and con- 
jures up a dull ache behind your 
eyes?

In that universe, Our Fall is 
flying off the shelves, and Nilsen can 
quit her day job to labour exclusively 
over her next offering in the luwauri- 
ous privacy of her own West Coast 
studio.

But it’s here and now, and Nilsen 
and ourselves are damned lucky to 
at least have Hive, the studios and 
the label, to nurture these kinds of 
wonderful nuggets of intimate, mas- 
terful, heartfelt pop that unfurl at the 
same gentle pace with which time 
heals. 

Her sweetly imperfect voice barely 
pitched above a whisper, Nilsen 
drops plainspoken sentiment in 
between the melancholic drifting 
warmth of her piano and keyboard 
phrases.

WITH THE RHEOSTATICS, TIM VESELY IS 
just one among three singer-song- 
writers, shoehorning his tunes 
among those of longtime band 
mates Dave Bidini and Martin Tielli. 
That balancing act has worked out 
pretty well for the two decades that 
the revered indie art-pop outfit has 
been kicking around—after all, each 
member has also always had outside 
work to keep him occupied. Bidini is 
a published writer, Tielli has a suc- 
cessful solo career, drummer 
Michael Phillip-Wojewoda is a noted 
producer, and Vesely has been scor- 
ing television and film for a number 
of years. 

However, a burst of creativity 
three years ago left the multi-instru- 


“mentalist with a backlog of songs 

that he wanted to work out apart 
from the mother group.

“At first I think I 
was trying to... | dunno, maybe try- 
ing to take the ideas in my head and 
make them into something else. I 
wasn’t sure if it would be enough, 
you know? So I would work harder. 
But approaching it more naturally 
seemed to be better. The melodic» 
ideas I come up with have been 
expressed differently when I’ve been 
in other bands, but this sounded like 
the music in my head.” 

She relates that Great Aunt Ida’s 
live show is, “not drastically differ- 
ent. Some stuff has been added; we 
have new songs, and they feel like 
they are starting to become a little 
more different and varying more. I 
think that’s better. It's important to 
me that, for the band, playing doesn’t 
feel routine.” 

Nilsen adds another important 
detail. “Great Aunt Ida is a real per- 
son,” she declares. ‘She lives just out- 
side Edmonton ona farm and is 90 
years old. I wanted aname for the 
band that was like'me, but wasn’t 
me. You know how you have a cer- 
tain image of who you're named 
after, and you hear stories, and have 
pictures, but it’s not real to you?” 

The elder Ida was mailed a copy of 
the album soon after it came out, and 
Nilsen has just received a letter in 
return.

YOU ARE DREAMING. IN THIS DREAM, 
you are in an enchanted petting zoo 
filled with curious creatures that 
seem to have hopped, scuttled, or 
loped off the parchment pages of 
speculative medieval bestiaries. A 
miniature giraffoppotomus nuzzles 
your hand. Winged calico kittens 
frolic in the trees. Jewel-encrusted 
giant otters bask in the sun. Every- 
thing is vegetarian, and a double 
rainbow fills the sky. 

Strains of mandolin, cello, flute, 
and saxophone spattered with per- 
cussion and spiked with electronics 
provide the soundtrack to this 
sleepy idyll. A boy and girl sing 
earnestly, never quite in unison. 
They sing about Christmas, heads 
on poles, tea drinking, and self- 
defenestration and are given to ran- 
domly lapsing into French or Ger- 
man 

Look again at your dreamscape 
and you realize that what first struck 
you as simply charming is just as 
easily experienced as eerie. 

The Winks are twee as fuck, each 
song an eclectic grab bag of aural tics 
and whimsy, lurching between 
sweetness and dementia. Like Frog 
Eyes mashed with baroque chamber 
music filtered through early ‘60s girl- 
band pop, the Vancouver group 
eschews traditional indie instrumen- 
tation while embracing willfully 
obscure lyrics and calliope-esque 
melodies. Vocalist/mandolin player 
Todd Macdonald and 
cellist/chanteuse Tyr Jami have 


made a handful of albums and 
scored a couple film projects over 
the past six years, evolving froma 
classical-meets-twisted free jam into 
playful pop revisionists alongside 
woodwind wrangler Tim Sars and 
drummer Paul Patko. 

Macdonald notes that their recent 
release, a split record with the 
improv-based Tights (of which Mac- 
donald and Jami are also members), 
bridges 2004's Slippers and Parasols 
and the full-length they are currently 
recording with JC/ DC, the produc- 
tion-heads who've worked with AC 
Newman, The New Pornographers, 
and Destroyer. 

“Tt didn’t make sense to take these 
songs and put out a Winks EP and a 
Tights EP,” says Macdonald. “If we 
were using these songs on the album 
we're working on now, it would be 
less cohesive. The split was like cap- 
turing a group of friends, and the 
same emotion, since we recorded at 
this certain point in time.” 

The liner notes on the split say 
that the Winks’ end was recorded 
last Christmas, and the holiday is 
referenced lyrically in one song and 
perhaps music ally in another—the 
opening track, “Abalone” almost 
sounds like an inverted carol. 

“Todd's a Christmas freak,” says 
Jami. “Tt comes up all the time with 
him. He even slipped up and wrote 
that we recorded at Christmas." 

“Tt was Christmas break,” Mac- 
donald responds 

“Winter break at the music school 
we teach at,” Jami counters. “I’m 
half Jewish, so it’s kind of weird 
with Christmas.” 

“T was raised atheist, so it’s not

like I'm having re ‘ligious connota- 
tions,” he explains. “Christmas was 
just so happy when I was little. 
Everything looked so nice, and the 
Home Hardware commercials were 
good.” 

Jami reconsiders. “I liked Christ- 
mas when I was little, too. It was 
pretty.” 

Of course it makes sense that the 
tinsel and the joy would appeal to 
the Winks, but not the dogma; that 
they would take the holiday setting 
and insert their own mythology 

During their recent Australian 
tour and sold out Pop Montreal 
show, Jami says they settled into a 
set list that, “mixes three eras— 
Winks past, present, and future. 
There are songs off the new album, 
some from the Tights split, and some 
from Slippers and Parasols.” 

“No one wants to hear our old 
stuff,” Macdonald contends. “Every- 
one wants the newer songs where 
the experimental stuff all comes in as 
“decoration” as opposed to the actu- 
al songs, which are really quite sim- 
ple. They just sound grandiose.”

” So responds Piotr Grella- 
Z general manager of the 
Edmonton Composers’ Concert 
Society, with the utmost confidence 
and excitement, when asked why 
people should attend this series of 
concerts. 

All of the ECCS is excited about 
this 20th anniversary of their concert 
series—“The October Evolution” 
they've called it—as they want it to 
be their best. One hears that a lot-— 
we all want to do things better than 
the last time around—but consider- 
ing the range, scope and talent 
involved in this year’s series of con- 
certs, it’s nota terribly tough sell. 

But, what is a tough sell, to the 
average music listener, is contempo- 
rary classical music. Ignorance might 
lead you to think that all the wrong 
notes are being played and that 
someone is being awfully mean to 
their clarinet, but an open mind 
might understand that new com- 
posers attempt to rewrite and revise 
Western classical music history. 

Grella-Mozejko understands this 
struggle to gain an audience more 
than most: “My theory, is that after 
WWIL, you had a generation of com- 
posers like Stockhausen, Xenakis 
and Cage, and others, who wanted 
to leave the world behind, that the 
world before and during WWII was 
a very ugly place, and they associat- 
ed the history of Western classical 
music with this. Leaving everything 


behind, they went WAAAY out 
there. Further than most people are 
willing to handle, as far as you could 
go... but even that movement 
became too confining to new com- 
posers. Then composers—from 
maybe the late 1960s on—have been 
doing whatever they wanted with 
an enterprising spirit—composers 
like R. Murray Schafer, Alfred 
Schnittke, Luciano Berio. You also 
have terrible garbage bubblegum 
music on the other end, like Michael 
Torke in the US, and Thomas Ades 
in Britain—absolute junk compared 
to their neoclassical masters like 
Shostakovich and Prokofiev—but 
we don’t represent this side.” 

What the “evolution” does repre- 
sent is this idea of “now”—and they 
do so quite literally, as 13 of the 49 
pieces being performed over the 
seven concerts are world premieres, 
including new works from Edmon- 
ton composers Don Ross, Reinhard 
Von Berg, Grella-Mozejko himself, 
and others. And many of the wide 
range of sounds will be new to your 
ears. “We hope that people will give 
it a chance artistically. It’s very inde- 
pendent, and surely the sounds are 
more ‘indie’ than any post-punk I’ve 
heard,” Grella-Mozejko explains. 

The second of seven concerts is 
tonight (Oct 13) at 8 pm, as the 
Warszynski Trio presents works for 
two violins and piano at Convoca- 
tion Hall on the U of A campus. This 
Sunday, Reinhard Von Berg will pre- 
sent a concert of his piano and organ 
works, and the Motion Ensemble— 
consisting of players from Quebec 
and New Brunswick—will present a 
massive array of styles on October 
18th at Convocation Hall. 

Local composer Thom Golub and 
his “Naked Band” will host an 
evening of live improvisation at the 
Stollery Gallery at The Nina Hagger- 
ty Centre Of The Arts, and Belgian 
pianist Daan Vanderwalle returns to 
Edmonton on October 29th at Con- 
vocation Hall for what promises to 
be the penultimate concert of the 
series. Vanderwalle has performed 
with a wide list of experimental per- 
formers including Fred Frith, Tom 
Cora, and Sonic Youth. 

The evolution reaches its end, for 
the time being, on October 30th at 
Convocation Hall in the form of an 
afternoon concert from Calgary's 
Ensemble Resonance.

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In a fall funk? 


Warm yourself up with some new beats 


AS RICHIE HAWTIN RETURNS TO 
Edmonton for the first time in four years 
next week, we might as well review his 
new DE9 mix first. Transitions (ACTS, 
Minus) is the new volume, and it focuses 
on using the most recent technology in the 
spirit of previous machinery. The real reve- 
lations are the use of 5.1 Surround 
Sound—the minimal loops dart at you 
from all over the place—and the use of 
Ableton Live. The DVD (at about 100 
mins) is balanced in length and flow, and 
Hawtin has used Ableton Live to recreate 
and blend new tracks in even more minute 
form than in his last volume. A shorter 
companion CD is included for those with- 
out a 5.] setup. Extra goodies for fans 
include an interview, a couple of conceptu- 
al videos, and live footage. 

Love 'em or hate 'em, Chromeo know 
how to have a good time, and that certainly 
shines through on their mix Un Joli Mix Pour 
Toi (ek 4¢3732, Eskimo). While not as inter- 
esting or as accomplished as other retro D]s 
like the Optimo crew, Soulwax or Erol 
Alkan, if you still listen to your copy of 
Thriller a lot while watching taped episodes 
of Solid Gold and wondering what The Jets 
are up to, you'll consider this the greatest 
mix of all time. 

Retro doesn't always have to be served 
straight up. WhoMadeWho (4437, 
Gomma) serves it with a twist. Like another 
Gomma act, Hiltmeyer Inc., this Danish trio 
offers Italo-disco but played as a live trio 
with guitars, live drums, and a punk edge 
that takes it close to disco’s association with 
glam rock. Twenty years of hindsight can be 
heard on poppy tunes like “Rose,” which 
features some truly crazy psychedelic break- 
downs. The sly humour found on “Hello, 
Empty Room” and “Monkeys” pervades the 
rest of this fun yet stunningly innovative 
dance album. 

Always twisting funk and soul through his 
own reinterpretation of Detroit is 
Recloose (aka Matt Chicoine); knowing 
that at the heart of techno is jazz, Hiatus On 
The Horizon (&***%, Peacefrog) finds 


him continuing his experiments. Moving 
away from Detroit (he now lives in New 
Zealand) may have been the best thing for 
him, as he's found collaborators in the coun- 
try's phenomenal funk outfit, Fat Freddy's 
Drop, especially in the warm, soulful vocals 
of their leader Joe Dukie. Ballads like “Spin- 
nin’Out” are beautifully balanced with dance 
floor shakers like “Landed,” “Dust,” and the 
outstanding ska track “Mana’s Bounce.” Not 
just for dance fans, those who enjoy Stevie 
Wonder, Herbie Hancock, and the later 
works of Miles Davis will like this re-write 
of jazz. 

If you're looking for more future funk 
and downtempo, Music Is My Art 
(&& ke tx, Ubiquity) is a compilation 
wherein all of the contributing artists were 
given a piece of art by esteemed graffiti art 
crew, HVW8. The promise of a rare cre- 
ation has yielded some great results from 
Osunlade (‘‘Tambores Te Llaman,”) Seiji 
(“Bruqwah,”) and John Arnold (‘Rise Up” 
wiRandolph.) Finnish hiphop outfit Owusu 
and Hannibal put the finest efforts on here 
though: “Blue Jay” has a crazy glitched up 
dub beat balanced perfectly by beautiful 
sounds, and the singing is absolutely spine- 
tingling. 

But it all can’t be good: where the likes of 
Matthew Dear or Matthias Schaffhauser 
have been talented at putting pop sensibili- 
ties and vocals to minimal techno, Stewart 

pop effort Bring Back The 

vr, Persona) is laughably 
terrible. The vocals have all the artistic 
genius of Grade 8 Goth kids trading poetry 
with each other, and the beats are a far, 
FAR cry from Walker's usual form. Avoid 
it, burn it, shoot it into the core of the 
earth, whatever—just don’t listen to it.

flailing bodies. 

Something’s happening to The 
Frosted Tipz. It could be the addic- 
tion to playing Iron Maiden’s “Hal- 
lowed Be Thy Name” as a closer to 
their sets (one where singer Roz 
Christian's voice-that-could-break-a- 
thousand-hearts has a hard time 
keeping up), but their metal leanings 
are taking over the synth-pop that 
was the premise of their existence. 
The Tipz are tighter than ever, and 
Curtis Ross wails on his guitar with a 
metal edge more apparent than 
before. Drummer Darren Chewka’s 
kick pounds the ribcage constantly, 
and Al Camino’s cranium-rattling 
bass could almost give you a concus- 
sion. So it was no surprise that their 
set ended up being miles away from 
the electro-Blondie-pop they started 
with less than a year ago. If there is 
one drawback to the experience, it’s 
that Christian gets buried under all 
that madness and seems to havea 
hard time making full use of her 
position as the Tipz’s main persona: 
If she could put as much swagger 
into her stage presence as she does to 
her vocals (especially on the exciting 
“Head vs. Hips”), the band could 
really take advantage of the metal 
fury they seem to have decided to 
unleash onto their audience. All in all 
the Tipz gave a solid performance, 
albeit one that—at times—felt transi- 
tionary. 

The only disappointment of the 
evening came from totheteeth/tothe- 
hilt. The kids have heart, but they 
still lack the kind of cohesive chem- 
istry both the Tipz and YSP!WSD! 
displayed. They also showed a lack 
of balance between their quieter 
moments and the abrasive screaming 
that seemed to pervade their songs.

squeezing the last drop out of any 
specific idea. He 
could, for instance, 
without any loss of 
credibility or quality 
whatsoever, have 
continued to develop 
his idea of “plastic 
soul” on at least 
another two or three 
albums, following on 
the heels of his Young 
Americans and Station 
to Station (two 
albums that have been used as blue- 
prints by every white snot with 





designs on soul throughout the ’80s). 


But, for Low, Bowie underwent 
what was perhaps the most dramat- 
ic metamorphosis of his career. With 
this album he abandoned A: Ameri- 
ca, B: The Thin White Duke, C: soul, 
D: any type of mask, E: convention- 
al, narrative lyrics, F: conventional 
pop music structures, G: cocaine. 


Instead he took to A: Europe, B: a 
split personality (as opposed to mul- 
tiple ones), C: Brian Eno, D: thick 
curtains closed all day (“not having 
to read, nothing to say”), E: lugubri- 
ous words, roughhewn as though 
cut from concrete, F: copious 
amounts of Kraftwerk, G: coffee 

Ina 1977 NME interview Bowie 
spoke about his new life in West 
Berlin, where he'd stranded himself 
towards the end of 1976 for a couple 
of years onward. He shared a flat 
with Iggy Pop above a service 
garage, and emphasized the impor- 
tance of—as opposed to the room 
service rock star life he led in LA— 
being forced to go out and shop for 
his own groceries himself. Bowie 
also kept returning to the theme of 
self-imposed isolation that permeat- 
ed the albums lyrics, On Low, 
Bowie's universe had shrunk to a 
small room with four windowless 
walls. The lines of “What in the 
World” or “Sound and Vision” don’t 
merely relate psychotic reclusive- 
ness—they celebrate it. The pale 
“Warszawa” inspired four young 
men from Manchester to name their 
band Warsaw not after the city itself, 
but after this particular Bowie 
recording. Some years later Warsaw 
changed its name to Joy Division. 


NO DEPRESSION 

The album was titled New Music 
Night and Day for a long time, but 
Bowie changed his mind and 
switched the title to Low just prior to 
the sleeve being printed. The origi- 
nal edition was printed without a 
track list; the record label added a 
removable sticker listing the con-

tents on the bright orange back of 
the sleeve. The music was largely 
inspired by Kraftwerk, but perhaps 
more so by Brian Eno’s “Another 
Green World, “Evening Star,” and 
“No Pussyfooting” (the last two 
being collaborative efforts with King 
Crimson’s Robert Fripp), which 
Bowie had been playing constantly 
during his search for a new musical 
identity 

The album had originally began in 
the Chateau d’Herouville in France 
(where Pin-Ups had been recorded) 
but Bowie decided to mix it at the 
Hansa Studios in West Berlin, brin 
ing his backing band, Carlos Alomar 
& Co, Brian Eno, Tony Visconti and 
his wife, and a certain Iggy with 
him. The recording of Low marked 
the start of a creative period rarely 
equaled in rock music history. Dur- 
ing, but independent of, the ongoing 
punk-explosion in London, Bowie 
signed four masterpieces in West 
Berlin: between Low, released on Jan- 
uary 14th in 1977 and its follow up, 
Heroes, released on October 14th 
Bowie found time to produce, 
arrange, and compose tracks for 
Iggy Pop's two classic albums, The 
Idiot, released in March of '77, and 
Lust For Life, released on September 
9th the same year. All in one amaz- 
ing ten-month period

girl in front of me read a headline on the 
October issue of Teen People: “Real-life 
Nightmare: ‘! Was A Virgin and Got an 
STDs 

Sounded like a scary B-movie title to 
me but, perplexed, the teenager turned 
to her girlfriend in line-and, asked, “How 
can that happen?” 

Her friend simply shrugged and 
returned to paying 

“Oral sex, | bet,” | leaned over and 
whispered. 

She looked at me. “Really?” she asked, 
and started flipping through the magazine 
to find out for herself. 

Sure enough, there on page 96, was 
the story of “Susan Smith,” who had 
taken a virginity pledge when she was 14, 
but, at age 17, “Let a guy | knew from 
church give me oral sex. | knew | could 
get a disease if | gave him oral sex, but | 
didn’t think | could get a disease if he did 
that to me.” 

Wouldn't you know it, four years 
later, she discovered she had contracted 
herpes.

| didn’t know whether to be charmed 
by her innocence or appalled by their 
ignorance. 

Then | picked up the magazine myself 
and was even more appalled. 

After several pages of hair and make- 
up ads—and one disturbing ad of a 
teenage model draped over a horse pout- 
ing at the camera in her tight Jordache 
jeans—were the results of Teen People’s 
third annual sex survey. 

This year’s focus is on virginity: “saving 
it,” getting “cheated” out of it, getting 
STDs while still having it, and thankfully, 
though in only one case, having no 
regrets about losing it. Not that I've got 
anything against virgins (some of my best 
friends are... no, wait a minute... ) but 
what disturbed me most was that the 
entire six-page feature was focused exclu- 
sively on girls. 


NO BOYS ALLOWED 
This was Teen “People” right, not 
Cosmo Girl? Yet, the only mention of a 
teenage boy losing his virginity was in an 
article about “Arielle Wilson”: “I’m a 21- 





Year-Old Virgin and I'm Proud of It!” 
Apparently, her current boyfriend isn’t a 
virgin, but understands her choice. 

Weil, that's big of him. 

I'm not surprised that a feature on sex 
in a teen magazine published by Time Inc. 
would be so pro-virginity. What does 
bother me is that no one seems to care 
when, why, or how boys have sex. The 
girls are still the ones whose reputations 
are on the line. The girls the ones who 
are expected to maintain sex's emotional 
integrity—"“It’s just that for me, sex isn’t 
casual—it's a shared expression of love,” 
says Proud Virgin. Good for you, Arielle, 
but what about the girl who is simply 
horny and wants to get laid? As long as 
she’s responsible and takes care of her 
health—something | frankly think we 
need to spend more time teaching our 
kids, rather than sitting around judging 
their choices—who cares if and how she 
loses it? Well, it seems, everybody does. 

Of course we should also teach young 
girls—and boys—that there are more 
ideal circumstances under which to have 
sex for the first time. I'm certainly all for 
not sleeping with a guy “to make him like 
me” and waiting for “the right person” or 
waiting for “when it feels right’—reasons 
girls in Teen People give for waiting—but 
let's not set our girls up. 


WAITING FOR A TIME 
THAT WILL NEVER 
ARRIVE 

The survey's 17-year-old Dominique 
Thomas said she felt “cheated” out of her 
virginity, because she decided to have sex 
with the guy she loved and he ignored 
her afterwards. Hey, guys can be jerks, 
and, while | don’t excuse his behaviour,

the notion that there is some perfect set 
of circumstances under which girls should 
lose their virginity is not only unrealistic, 
it's cruel. If it doesn't happen that way, 
they end up feeling “cheated” instead of 
recognizing that sex is a huge learning 
curve, and while self-respect and protect- 
ing yourself is important, no matter how 
long you wait or how perfect the circum- 
stances, nothing can protect you from 
getting hurt. 


What about the 
girl who is simply 
horny and wants to 
get laid?

Certainly guys seem to survive if their 
first time wasn’t “perfect,” whatever that 
means, anyway. 

As fellow sex columnist Dan Savage 
says in a great Canadian documentary 
directed by Andrea Dorfman called Sluts, 
(coming soon to the Life Network), “I 
never get letters from boys worried 
about their reps or how many girls 
they've slept with.” 

Yes, sex is emotionally complex. But 
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simply deciding to “wait” doesn't save 
you from its emotional complications or 
its physical consequences, and _perpetuat- 
ing that myth doesn't do anyone—boys 
or girls—any favours. 

Neither does viewing “waiting” as a 
virtue, rather than a choice, which ulti- 
mately—despite its efforts to seem oth- 
erwise—the Teen People survey clearly 
does. All is does it continue to perpetu- 
ate stereotypes: girls who wait are virtu- 
ous, those who don’t will be punished 
(clearly the girl with the STD wasn’t a 
true virgin or she wouldn’t end up with 
herpes) unless, of course, they do it for 
all the “right” reasons, and boys, well, 
boys will be boys. 

But as Savage also points out in the 
Sluts documentary, we are a deeply hypo- 
critical culture that worships the adoles- 
cent body as the sexual ideal—see afore- 
mentioned Jordache ad—but then terror- 
izes young people—especially young 
girls—for being sexual. 

And honestly, that’s an aspect of our 
culture that | can’t wait to lose.
